Annual  Reports 


Presidents  Report 

Six  out  of  nine  Board  of  Directors  meetings  reached  quorum  this  year  allowing  us  to 
conduct  business  for  the  Alumnae  Association.  We  continued  to  work  on  the  goals  set 
forth  from  our  previous  year.  Some  of  these  goals  and  accomplishments  include: 

• a current  membership  of  over  1200  members  which  is  the  highest  number  that  we 
have  seen  in  years. 

• a computerized  record  keeping  data  base  for  use  in  coordinating  office  business  and 
membership  statistics 

• consolidating  and  transfering  some  of  our  financial  accounts  in  order  to  provide  the 
Association  with  better  interest  rates 

• modifying  our  loans  and  scholarships  criteria  that  now  allow  alumnae  to  receive 
both  a scholarship  and  a low  interest  loan  simultaneously 

• continuing  to  support  and  develop  ties  with  the  MGH  Institute  of  Health  Profes- 
sions’ Graduate  Program  in  Nursing 

• identifying  a steering  committee  for  the  125th  anniversary  celebration  of  the  School 
of  Nursing  that  will  occur  in  1998 

Two  letters  of  resignation  came  from  Board  Members  this  year.  Annabel  Edwards, 
President  Elect  and  Mary  Fisher,  Vice  President  informed  the  Board  that  they  would 
not  be  able  to  adequately  fullfill  their  commitments  to  these  positions.  With  the  Board’s 
approval,  Linda  Lass-Schuhmacher  agreed  to  accept  the  President’s  position  for  the 
next  two  years. 

On  March  1 5, 1 996,  the  second  year  class  of  the  MGH  IHP  held  their  generalist  comple- 
tion ceremony  in  the  Blake  Auditorium  at  the  MGH.  The  Alumnae  Association  pro- 
vided a long  stem  yellow  rose  to  the  44  students  who  had  reached  this  milestone  in 
their  graduate  nursing  studies.  The  Ruth  Sleeper  Scholarship  was  presented  to  Caryn 
Coyle  and  the  Adele  Corkum  Award  was  given  to  Richard  Ahem  during  this  memo- 
rable event. 

On  May  10,  1996  the  MGH  IHP  graduated  71  nurses  with  the  Masters  of  Science  in 
Nursing  degree.  The  graduation  ceremony  took  place  at  Suffolk  University.  Each 
graduate  was  given  a complimentary  one  year  membership  in  our  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion. 

Over  the  last  two  years,  we  have  been  working  on  clarifying  and  finalizing  a new 
scholarship  that  was  willed  to  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Association  by  Mary 


Hortense  Staats,  an  MGH  grad.  She  left  her  estate  to  our  organization  so  that  we 
could  develop  the  “Lloyd  Nichols  Staats  Scholarship.”  Hopefully,  this  new  educa- 
tional scholarship  will  be  available  to  us  in  the  coming  year. 


The  reports  to  follow  will  summarize  the  additional  accomplishments  of  the  year. 
Prior  to  them,  I would  like  to  take  a brief  moment  to  personally  thank  the  elected  1 995 
- 1996  Officers:  Annabel  Edwards  - President  Elect;  Mariann  Vetere  - Treasurer; 
The  Board  of  Directors:  Mary  Caira,  Catherine  Tronni,  Barbara  Dunderdale  and  Janice 
Carey;  as  well  as  the  Chairpersons  of  the  Standing  Committees,  who  you  will  hear 
from  shortly,  for  their  time,  support  and  dedication.  Lastly,  a special  thanks  goes 
again  this  year  to  Lee  Drago,  Alumnae  Secretary  and  Mim  Huggard  who  continue  to 
work  countless  hours  keeping  this  association  running  smoothly. 

In  closing,  I have  really  enjoyed  my  two  years  as  President  of  this  nursing  association. 
We  must  seriously  take  a look  at  where  we  are  going  in  these  upcoming  years.  Our 
organization  is  in  great  need  of  having  its  graduates  become  more  actively  involved 
with  its  operation.  We  have  so  many  wonderful  resources  and  can  touch  the  lives  of 
so  many  people.  My  life  has  been  deeply  touched  by  my  involvment  with  the  MGH 
Nurses’  Alumnae  Association.  I thank  you  all  for  your  support  in  electing  me.  And 
IHP  graduate,  as  president.  I encourage  all  of  you  to  try  to  find  some  extra  time  in 
your  very  busy  and  chaotic  lives  to  invest  your  active  support  into  this  fantastic  and 
historical  nursing  organization.  I am  so  proud  to  be  an  MGH  grad  and  to  be  associ- 
ated with  all  of  you.

Treasurer’s  Report 

For  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1995,  the  MGH  Nurses’  Alumnae  Associa- 
tion earned  a total  of  $114,041  from  dues,  the  annual  fund  drive,  interest  from  bank 
accounts,  miscellaneous  donations  to  the  general  fund,  and  realized  gains  on  invest- 
ments. 

For  that  same  period  ending  December  31,  1995,  expenses  from  the  general  opera- 
tions of  the  association  were  $42,768.  Therefore  the  association  had  a cash  increase 
of  $71,273.  For  comparative  purposes,  fiscal  1994  had  a deficit  of  $2,375. 


The  cash  increase  of  $71,273  for  fiscal  1995  was  due  from: 

1 . Gain  on  investments  over  fiscal  1994  of  $25,574 

2.  Reduction  in  operating  expenses  of  $21,845 

3.  Increased  dues  collections  of  $24,045 

Although  fiscal  1995  was  a very  favorable  year  for  cash  flow,  proceeds  from  the 
annual  fund  drive  was  down  $6,350. 

There  were  three  scholarships  issued  from  the  MGH  Nurses’  Fund  for  a total  of  $7,500, 
two  Awards  issued,  and  $26,500  in  loans  granted.

Pearls  from  the  Past 

Dottie  Mahoney  sent  us  a copy  of  the  1973  edition  of  “The  Checkmate  Centennial 
Spectacular”.  The  Checkmate  had  been  the  Draw  Sheet  before  it’s  name  was  changed. 
In  the  edition  she  sent  there  was  an  article  that  she  wrote:  Dorm  Life:  Then  and  Now 
which  is  below. 

It’s  difficult  to  recall  things  that  happened  20  years  ago  (wow  — has  it  really  been  that 
long?)  Only  the  very  good  and  the  very  bad  experiences  remain  really  clear.  Living  in 
the  dorm  as  an  “MGH  student”  doesn’t  really  fall  into  either  of  these  categories.  Wait 
— maybe  it  does.  Twenty  years  ago  I probably  thought  it  came  closer  to  being  a bad 
experience  but  in  retrospect  it  comes  closer  and  closer  to  being  a good  one. 

Only  one  of  the  “old”  dorms  is  still  in  use  and  even  that  has  changed.  As  Freshmen 
we  lived  at  90-92  Charles  which  was  a delightful  home-like  facility  with  a few  rooms, 
mostly  doubles,  on  each  of  five  floors.  A fire  door  in  the  closet  of  one  room  on  the 
fourth  floor  provided  access  between  building  90  and  92.  Although  we  were  not 
supposed  to  “open  the  fire  door”  the  traffic  congestion  in  that  closet  was  terrific. 

Since  classes  entered  twice  a year  this  dorm  adequately  housed  most  of  the  students 
for  the  first  six  months.  The  over-flow  went  to  Thayer  which,  until  its  recent  demise, 
stood  beside  the  Baker  Memorial.  All  students  who  survived  “Probie  period”  also 
went  to  Thayer.  Finally  the  “hard  core”  survivors  spent  the  rest  of  their  student  days 
at  Walcott. 

In  all  three  dorms  we  enjoyed  the  use  of  an  iron  cot,  a dresser,  chair,  and  a desk 
elegantly  decorated  with  a goose  neck  lamp.  The  only  other  electrical  appliance  ever 
found  in  a room  was  a radio.  Of  course  we  supplied  our  own. 

If  my  memory  serves  me  correctly,  there  was  a small  kitchen  in  the  basement  of  each 
dorm  with  minimal  storage  and  cooking  facilities  which  we  rarely  used.  Those  of  us 
who  lived  locally  kept  everyone  supplied  with  home  cooked  goodies.  The  commu- 
nity bathroom  facilities  reduced  any  feeling  of  loneliness  one  might  have.  You  could 
always  find  someone  there  enjoying  the  luxury  of  hot  running  water  which  many  of 
us  had  not  had  at  home. 

Students  changed  rooms  more  frequently  than  now  because  everyone  moved  to  McLean 
and  Boston  Lying-In  for  Psych  and  OBS  affiliations.  This  took  up  six  months  of  the 
second  year  and  you  never  came  back  to  the  same  room. 


Our  “Privileges”  were  far  more  restrictive.  I can’t  recall  them  exactly  but  I think  we 
had  a 1 0 PM  curfew  with  four  lates  or  overnights  a month  in  the  first  year,  six  or  eight 
in  the  second  year  and  twelve  by  the  senior  year.  Living  out  was  never  considered  a 
possiblility;  slacks,  shorts  and  dungarees  could  not  be  worn  on  the  first  floor  of  the 
dorms  or  elsewhere  on  the  hospital  premises;  and  it  never  would  have  crossed  our 
minds  to  suggest  having  men  visitors  in  our  rooms!  These  rules  might  seem  quite 
rigid  by  today’s  standards  but  in  those  days  we  were  the  envy  of  other  nursing  stu- 
dents because  of  our  liberal  policies.  We  had  much  more  opportunity  to  know  stu- 
dents from  other  schools  since  we  lived  together  on  affiliations,  and  several  schools 
affiliated  at  the  General  as  well.  Several  faculty  members  and  other  graduate  nurses 
lived  in  dorms,  too,  but  we  seldom  fraternized  with  them. 

It’s  hard  to  compare  the  now  and  then  of  dorm  life  since  I no  longer  live  there  (thank 
heavens)  but  my  guess  would  be  that  because  of  our  heavier  and  more  irregular  classes 
and  clinical  schedules  coupled  with  the  dorm  rules  we  had  more  “togetherness”  in  the 
dorms  and  fewer  outside  school  experiences  than  the  students  today. 

Despite  all  the  difference  I have  described,  I still  think  “dorm  life”  is  much  the  same. 
We  laughed  and  joked  and  we  cried  and  griped  together.  We  developed  many  tran- 
sient and  some  deep  and  lasting  friendships,  and  I guess  we  all  made  a few  enemies. 

Dorm  life,  with  all  its  minor  inconveniences,  was  really  great  and  a very  special  part 
of  growing  up.  What  better  place  to  learn  to  live  with  others  and  to  meet  one’s  needs 
for  sharing  experiences  with  peers!  I’m  sure  the  students  are  always  anxious  to  graduate 
and  leave  the  dorm,  but  I’m  equally  sure  that  they  all  take  with  them  some  cherished 
memories.

An  early  note  describing  her  as  “cheerful  and  busy”  is  true,  but  does  not  go  far  enough 
to  identify  Evelyn  Lyons  Lawlor,  MGH  graduate  and  Alumnae  Secretary  for  26  years. 

A small  woman  with  a big  heart,  she  organized  the  Alumnae  Office  with  efficiency, 
establishing  a filing  system  that  served  well  until  the  computer  age;  was  friendly, 
helpful  to  all  who  came  her  way  - Board  members,  hospital  authorities,  alumnae  needing 
help  or  information;  volunteers;  whoever  and  whatever  came  through  her  office  door. 

Until  his  dealth  in  1979  her  husband,  Gus,  drove  her  between  the  hospital  and  their 
home  in  Braintree.  Commuting  then  became  a serious  problem  that  contributed  to  her 
decision  to  retire.  She  settled  into  retirement  with  her  house,  her  garden  and  her 
books,  but  her  health  began  to  fail  and  her  last  years  were  spent  in  a nursing  home. 


Bom  in  Quincy,  educated  in  Milton  and  the  MGH  School  of  Nursing,  she  began  her 
career  as  a staff  nurse  on  Ward  E.  In  January  1937,  she  became  an  Executive  Assis- 
tant in  the  Admitting  Office  of  the  MGH-MEEI  Out  Patient  Department.  While  there, 
she  married  Augustus  Lawlor  and  retired  in  1951  when  her  son  was  bom. 

Five  years  later  she  was  asked  to  “fill  in”  as  Alumnae  Secretary,  a position  she  held 
until  her  retirement  in  1982.  As  a person  she  was  warm,  compassionate,  and  devoted 
to  her  family,  her  church,  her  home  and  garden  and  always  to  the  Nurses’  Alumnae 
Association.  Professionally  she  was  competent,  diplomatic  and  efficient.  She  was 
one  of  those  receiving  a Citation  at  the  1973  Centennial  Celebration.
